Also Phase III calls for the 
foxmulation of required research and development programs which should be 
gotten underway if an inspection aystem (unilateral) of the sort described - 
is to be effectively implemented within the near future." Phase III in 
effect 1s an examination of the broad spectrum of potential future collec- 
tion systems, both ground and air based, during the period 1962 through 
1905. In order to enable the Panel to draw conclusions as to U. S. capa- 
bilities for unilateral inspection, it is being proposed that we in effect 
describe what we are working on that might be brought to bear on this 
problem.

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4. also showed me a lengthy paper submittea byl” 
ieee Director (Special Projects), DOD/R&E, dated 18 Janu- 
ary 1962, entitled "Future Capabilities for Disarmament Verification". 
this bears a Secret Classification only and has two chapters of concern to 
us, One Of which is entitled "Aerial Surveillance" and one reading "Major 
New Programs for Surveillance and Intelligence Collection”. It also con- 
tains an inventory of existing programs within the Government in all fields 
of surveillance. The report I refer to was addressed to the Foster Panel 
snd incidentally was made up in at least twenty-one copies of record.

6. SUMMARY: While I would be the last one to aay that we should not 
cooperate in such a study, I believe there are veal risks involved in admit- 
ting to such a large group that an OXCART or CORONA/MURAL capability exists 
or will be operational during the time under study. The lack of suffictent 
classification and document control on the itema I have seen, shown to me 


by leads me to believe that this would be more of an advertising 
endeavor than anything else. Unless you feel committed to have us comply 
with the specific letter of oral request, I would move that we 


side-step these questions, or at the very minimum give the need for this kind 
of information searching consideration. I have few allusions about the capa- 
bility of an ad hoc committee in the Department of State when it comes to 
safeguarding vital information of this sort. You might wish, as an alternate 
to direct response, to give the information to Mr. U. Alexis Johnson, or at 
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least to relate our capabilities to the other materials which are now er 
will soon be in the hands of the Foster Panel. [__ |] has indicated 
that he will not seek an appointment with you on this matter until he has 
had from DPD a reflection of your desires in this instance.
